S o m e P r a c tic a l H in ts C o n c e rn in g H o u se 
D e c o ra tio n . 
A writer in an Eastern journal, upon 
looking about after returning from a sum­ 
mer vacation and preparing to engage again 
in the life’s work, says : 
Now that we are taking up the real busi­ 
ness of living again, after weeks of com­ 
parative idleness, it is well to begin a 
moderate reform in thcarrangementsofour 
homes. 
The months or weeks of rest have 
allowed us time to think, and to each one 
has come a revelation of the mistakes of 
the past year. Now is the time to buckle 
on our armor and reform. 
In the first 
place, having made a study of nature, we 
see how wisely she throws off superlative 
adornments. The tree we admire so much 
for its graceful outline, its peculiar adapta­ 
tion to its surroundings, has dropped every 
except those necessary to its beautv. 
leaf 
Why do we not apply this rule of adapta 
tion to our home? 
How many tim esduringacall on a friend 
are our thoughts disturbed by the multi­ 
plicity of ornaments and consciousness of 
the amount of time and strength used in 
taking care of them ! No wonder women look 
old before their time, are worn out ner­ 
vously and unfitted for t he duties of their 
position as wives and mothers! Too often 
they are housekeepers, not homekeepers. 
\V ith tiie mistaken view that embroidered 
curtains, table-cloths, tidies and chair- 
covers, bearing the results of hours of mis­ 
placed time and misdirected energy, add to 
the beauty and attractiveness of the home, 
women who are’mothers leave the child 
God has given them to the care of a hired 
servant, and thus defraud the child of its 
rights- a mother's undivided time and at­ 
tention. 
A room .should only contain as many 
pieces of furniture as are necessary for use 
in that particular room. Every piece put 
in for the purpose of producing an effect is 
an evidence oi the lack of true artistic in­ 
stinct on the part of the mistress. Let 
every piece of furniture in the room be 
just as handsome as the circumstances of 
the family will allow, but avoid every at­ 
tempt at ornamentation for the mere sake 
of ornamentation. Can anything he more 
tiresome than a wall covered with glaring 
fans, brackets and cabinets filled with bric- 
a-brac, that you know is put out for show? 
Some private parlors produce on the visitor 
the same effect produced by a visit to one 
of the so-called art-parlors in our large 
stores. 
A cabinet containing rare hits of china or 
glass or pottery is an ornament and a 
means of education ; hut a cabinet filled 
with plates and cups and saucers, that can 
be obtained at any pretentious store, be­ 
longs properly in the dining-room, where, 
in all probability, they would find their 
proper places on the table. 
Mantels loaded with ornaments are as 
much out o! place, and are ils great an evi­ 
dence, of poor taste, as an over-trimmed 
bonnet. 
No room is restful that appears crowded, 
or suggests extra exertion on the part of 
the housewife, any more than an over­ 
heated, over-anxioús hostess adds to the 
comfort of the guests at a dinner fable. 
The mere business of living, the hurry 
and rush necessary to accomplish the vari­ 
ous objects we have in view, make quiet, 
restful, healthful homes a necessity of the 
age. 
Not only does this false idea of what is 
artistic destroy the true uses of a home, 
hut it absorbs the money that would De 
otherwise used in purchasing those things 
that would conduce to the moral and intel­ 
lectual growth of the various members of 
- the family. 
How much better that the children 
should have two magazines and a dozen 
new books in the year, than that the parlor 
should have a lovely plush banner em­ 
broidered in impossible flowers, nr that a 
pair of smirking Dresden figures should 
adorn (?) the m antel! 
How much better to use the old cover on 
the living-room tahlof and cover the table 
with good rcading-matter, than to buy 
the new cover 
and 
by 
that means 
give time for a nothing-to-interest feeling 
and yawns to creep in the home circle! 
In how many homes is the evening looked 
forward to willi a feeling of dread instead 
of anticipation, because the plush and 
china ornan.ents do not prove an endless 
source of interest and conversation! 
Let the clase of the year find every book­ 
shelf crowded and new shelves culling out 
for their proper adornment—good books. 
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W h a t is C o n g re g a tio n a l S in g in g ? 
Everybody is ready with a reply, yet 
few will give a correct one. 
In the many 
churches where congregational singing has 
been attempted, ami alleged failure has 
been the result, the first essential has been 
lacking, namely, a congregation. 
A few 
worshipers scattered over an auditorium 
far too large for them do not constitute a 
congregation. A congregation is such a 
number of people us completely fills the 
edifice or room in which they are gathered. 
J-ive hundred jh- >j> 1 o in some charming 
country church or chapel would a ' 
make a congregation. 
Tiie same j 
in Dr. Hall's church in New Yoi 
would not he a congregation at al 
their singing in the hitter place would be 
practically a failure, however fine and ef­ 
fective in a church which they tille,1. 
Ii a 
church seats 5,000 people, there must he 
5,000 people in it to have any congrega­ 
tional singing in the true and proper sense 
o f the word. Singing inav he likened to 
gunpowder. Condense 1 in the pistol, the 
thimbleful of powder may produce marked 
effect; a barrel ful s-attercd over the lawn 
will not injure him who m.nv applv atorcli 
to it. 
Our singers, whether" choir" or con­ 
gregation. must he compact and together it 
we would realize our just cxpeerati m-e 
Therefore let us not attempt congregational 
singing until we first have a congregation. 
T his essential lacking, let us, with or with­ 
out money, gel a choir to do for us what we 
shall fail in attempting ourselves.

him by his 
troops. Some of these names were of a sar­ 
castic nature, hut usually they indicated 
the confidence of the men in their leaders or 
tlieir admiration for them. General Grant 
was commonly known over the watch-fires 
in the Army of the l ’otomac as ‘Old 
United States,’ from the initials of liis 
name, hut sometimes lie was called ‘ Old 
Three Stars,’ that number indicating his 
rank as Lieutenant-General. 
McClellan

C u rio sitie s o f M e sm e rism . 
Tiie distinguishing feature of the earlier 
stages of mesmerism in man, says Profes­ 
sor Langley in Popular Science HontlUy, is 
that by slight stimulation any one center 
can he easily set in violent activity, and its 
activity easily stopped, without the activity 
spreading to other distant centers. 
It is oil 
this that the mesmeric phenomena usually 
exhibited depend ; with most of these phe­ 
nomena you arc no doubt familiar, so that 
I need mention one or two only. 
Complicated reflexes may he produced in 
various ways, just as we have seen is the 
case with a frog even when without its 
cerebral hemispheres. Thus Braid mentions 
that on one occasion an old lady who had 
never danced, and who jndeed considered 
it a sinful pastime, when mesmerized be­ 
gan to dance as soon as a wultz tune was 
played. 
Á statement made to a subject will often 
produce implicit belief, notwithstanding 
tiie evidence of his senses. 
I remember 
telling a "uhject that I was about to bring a 
hot body near his face, and lie was to tell 
me when it was painful. 
I put my finger 
on his cheek, upon which he cried out vio­ 
lently that I was burning him. 
When he 
was awakened lie remembered that I had 
touched him with something very hot. 
The idea I had given him was remem­ 
bered, the evidence of his sense of touch 
was disregarded. 
There are certain attitudes which we 
usually assume under the influence of cer­ 
tain moods or ideas; from each of the 
muscles concerned in bringing about any 
one attitude, impulses travel up the brain, 
and give rise to a definite muscular sensa­ 
tion which comes, therefore, to he associa­ 
ted with a particular mental mood. 
In 
mesmerized people tiie production of a 
definite muscular sensation not in frequently 
produces in the mind the mood with which 
it is, in the wakeful state, associated.

From the article on “ The Surroundings 
of the Sun,” by Professor Langley, in the 
October Century, we quote the following: 
“ We can faintly picture, perhaps, how it 
would seem, from a stati .n near the lunar 
orbit, to see the moon—a moving world— 
rush by with a Velocity greater tlian that of 
the cannon-ball in its swiftest flight; but 
with equal speed its shadow actually travels 
along the earth; and now, if we return 
from our imaginan- station to a real one

G eneral Burgoyne, w riting from 
Boston on th e 20th o f A ugust, says th at all 
parties in E ngland h ad contributed to foster 
tiie grow th o f th e rebellion, an d “ after a 
fatal procrastination, n ot o n ly o f vigorous 
m easures, b u t o f preparation tor such, we 
took a step as decisive as th e passage o l't tic 
R ubicon, an d now find o u 'selves plunged 
a t once in a m ost serious w ar, w ith o u t a 
single requisite—gunpow der excepted—for 
carrying it on. ’ 
T h e G eneral criticises 
w ith great freedom th e action, or inaction, 
o f iiis naval colleague. 
It m ig h t be asked 
in E ngland w hat th e A dm iral was doing. 
“ 1 w ish,” says G eneral B urgoyne, “ I w as 
able to answ er th a t question satisfactorily, 
bu t I can o nly say w hat he is n o t doing. 
T h a t h e is no t su p plying th e troops w ith 
sheep an d oxen, the d in n ers o f th e best 
o f us bear m eager te stim o n y : th e w an t

W hen to th e A d m iral's 
supincness were added th e shortcom ings of

B urgovnc’s opinion “ w ould counteract an d

A m o n th later E den Wrote to 
L ord George G cm m in, by Lord N orth's de­ 
sire, a letter in w hich he, on th e p art o f th e 
P rim e M inister, th u s sum m ed up th e situ ­ 
ation : " A w orthy G eneral [Gage] w ith 
p arts inferior to his situation an d a corrupt 
A dm iral w ithout an y shadow o f capacity

are unaffected, an d th e respectable part o f 
th e city is in very proper sentim ents.

Loyal addresses w ere 
sen t up from the provinces, an d E.lcn, 
w riting apparently in October, 1775. th o u g h t 
the docum ents contained th e genuine an d 
general sentim ent o f th e nation.

should be so civil after so dispiriting a 
cam paign."

T ho A dm iral w as very an xious t o ' 
obtain a seat in P arliam en t, so an xious .up- 
p aren tly th at lie w as u nable to w rite cor­ 
rectly, and bis m issive lias required som e 
little editing to m ake it read. 
H e prom ises j 
to be a certain but h u m b le su p p o rter o f | 
G overnm ent, and is w illing to advance th e i 
necessary sum should th ere be occasion : j 
b ut he hopes th a t bis ran k and long ser­ 
vices will be considered as entitling him to ;

WHY HE 'WISHES TO^YISIT AMERICA. 


It pnzzles the reader to ascertain whether 
R ev. Dr. Jvs.sopp, an English clergyman, is 
serious or satirical hi his witty paper in the 
October North American 
linicw , entitled 
“ W hy I W ish to Visit America." 
Certain 
it is he propounds som e questions that pro­ 
voke a ismite, and others that invite to 
gravity o f consideration. 
From childhood lie has boon possessed o f 
an ardent desir* to visit the United States* 
bui old age he - 
>::re upon him without 
liis hopes m eeting with realization. H e has 
been w holly dissatisfied with nearly el! the 
hooks written upon Am erica, 
lie finds 
them unreliable, 
vague, and 
reflecting 
m ainly the selfishness o f the writers. 
Jn 
this judgm ent Am ericans will concur, and 
w ould gladly join him in suppressing for 
all the future m ost books o f " Travel ” and 
“ Tours" 
and " lteininiseciires" having 
this country for a text. 
If they have 
see m el “ not even true" to this cultivated 
E nglishm an, lie m aybe able to realize what 
contem pt the m ost o f them excite am ong 
cultured Americans. 
T i:. Doctor's rea- ni» for desiring to visit 
Am erica are m a n y ; but the chief of them 
w ill indicate the trend o f his curiosity, and 
enable the readers to judge whether this 
merry wit docs not now and then poke fun 
nt us between lines of wisdom . 
H e would 
visit America beeausc he is "so ignorant " 
about the life o f a great nation " that has 
sprung into magnificent maturity in a sin­ 
gle century." 
Here i refreshing frankness 
— confession so rare am ong English schol­ 
ars, that we instinctively how in aeknowl- 
m ent o f the broad com plim ent paid by it. 
A » to-'ur mere wealth and numbers he cart s 
little, for. says he. in a liberal spirit which 
w e com m end to the East-rn sentim ental­ 
ists, if die Chinese had happened to get the 
start, they might have done as much in 
Am erica in that respect as we, hut " they 
w ould have remained a horde o f Chinamen 
still. 
There would have been no new na­ 
tion ; there would have been nothing like 
tin -sublim e patriotism (hat, to my mind, 
characterizes the great American nation." 
H e would come here to fathom the depth

to he equal to his fellows, as all sovereigns 
nre equal. 
So be it; but he cannot escape 
th e deduction that he calls no man to his 
aid. 
T he other sovereigns will not respect 
h is independence if he becom es dependent, 


and they cannot respect his equality if he 
m axim o f moral science that the ultim ate 
sues for favors.”

characterizes certain classes in all com m u­ 
nities. 
Our professional politicians are 
only schemers, w hose grip upon party is 
secured !>v their expertncs3 in m anaging 
the venal '.lass in one case, and beguiling 
the careless in the other. 
Their profession 
has no certainty o f tenure, and is held in 
no esteem by the people. 
Therefore noth­ 
ing happens when they are defeated, since 
the people do not regard tiie drift the tide 
sweeps out to sen. 
In England, Jessopp inform s us, the civil 
service regulations render the E xecutive to 
a very great extent independent o f the 
Government of the day. 
“ Men m ay come 
and men may go,” but perm anent Secre­ 
taries go on for ever, as also Commissioners 
and their clerks, and the thousands o f 
stipendiaries to whom it matters not one 
straw whether the Radicals are in or the 
Tories. 
W here such a system prevails— 
one to which we hope to attain in America 
—it-is not at all surprising that the ques­ 
tion is asked, “ What results from your 
shuffling and redealing the cards every 
four years in the U nited States?” 
Nor 
in list we lie surprised that this inquiry is 
followed by one still m ore serious : “ W hat 
is the effect upon the moral sentim ents o f 
the peOple at large, inevitably brought (lay­ 
by day and hour by hour into relations 
with a class o f eager office-seekers, hungry, 
alert, jealous, disappointed, unprincipled, 
or vindictive, according to their success or 
failure in getting what they consider their 
d u e ? ’ 
It m ay be replied that the “ outs” 
do “ accept the logic o f fact," not w ithout 
som e demur, but none w hich has as yet 
seriously threatened, for, as we have said, 
(bus tar (he people, as a mass, arc in- 
differcnt as to the fate of the mere politi­ 
cian, and are loo closely hound in other 
relations for severance by the ¡Kilitieal 
am bitious of office-seekers. 
But as to the 
effect upon the moral sentim ents o f the 
people of the practices o f the unprincipled 
politicians, there is but one response to be 
mad. 
-it is utterly and w holly bad, and 
m ust in tim e bear bitter fruit unless the ax 
is laid at the root o f the tree. 
The rem aining speculations o f this in ­ 
t .(resting querist reíale w holly to social 
questions, the equality o f the people, the 
metropolitan and rural classes, our litera­ 
ture, journalism , religious toleran ■ •*“, etc., 
and though much less serious in tone, are 
not less interesting to the American reader, 
sirfoe they invito to 
introspection iliat 
cannot but prove beneficial. 
To an e x ­ 
am ination o f these w itty interrogations wo 
shall give further attention.

selfish desire to live m ay invade. 
So it 
happens that there are great crises in which 
the moral code and hum an law are power­ 
less to control the universal and natural de­ 
sire to cling to life. 
A s H ickok concisely 
puts it, occurrences m ay throw the man 
“ into circumstances where the danger wiU 
prompt to 
action 
as 
m uch, or 
even 
more, than any threatening w hich the 
State m ight apply in counteraction. Nature 
is stronger than the law can be made, and 
all legislation w ould be em pty. 
Tw o ship­ 
wrecked men seize an oar, or are in a boat 
that can save only one; * 
* or any condi­ 
tion where the man is already in a greater 
extrem ity than any threatening o f the lau­ 
can bo to h im ; in all such cases the at­ 
tempt to interpose civil law would he foliy. 
The question is not for the claim o f moral­ 
ity, or the demands o f piety, w hether con­ 
science or God w ill condem n, but solely 
wliat can hum an law do? 
In all such 
cases the State excuses itself from any in­ 
terference. and throws off all responsibility 
hv adm itting its ow n im potence. 
Its valid 
defense to all claim from public freedom in 
such cases is the standing law m axim for 
the occasion—“ necessity has no law .” 
And this brings us to the solitary ques­ 
tion we propound in this article—is it right 
to bring Dudley to trial; not abstractly as 
a right, but considered as the power a great 
State m ay exercise? 
Is it in keeping with 
the circumstances that the State should 
arraign this m an as a murderer? T he pur­ 
pose of the law is to punish the evil-doer 
and deter others, lhat the freedom and 
m orality o f society m ay be assured, and the 
im m utable principles ol riglit be given 
recognition by the statutes o f man. 
B ut if 
the fear o f the law can exercise no restraint 
in cases o f such dire extrem ity ¡us befell 
D udley and liis crew, w ill their prosecution 
for murder and cannibalism do any good? 
According to Herodotus the Massugette 
and the Isedones consum ed the bodies of 
the dead for love o f hum an flesh. 
The 
Battas o f Sum atra for a like reason used 
hum an flesh. 
Equatorial tribes o f Africa 
killed and ate prisoners o f war. and even 
their ow n kin. 
Som e o f the aboriginies 
of our own continent follow ed a like hor­ 
rible practice. These were all cann ib als; but 
is it just to class the m en o f the M ignonette 
as cannibals? 
To hold the seamen for 
cannibalism is as repulsive to the sense o f 
mercy as to hold the Captain for m urder 
If the m en arc to he acquitted, however, on 
the ground o f justification by necessity, 
or under a defense o f insanity, the con­ 
clusion that an incisive critic draws in the 
New York Tribune is unanswerable: “ It 
will he a roundabout indorsem ent by the 
law o f the unform ulated view w hich m an­ 
kind have alw ays taken o f these cases.” 
It follow s that to prosecute D udley is but 
to go through th e form of a hollow m ock­ 
ery, and not to vindicate the law or clear 
the skirts o f m orality. 
H is is the case 
where “ the civil penalty is im potent," and 
where the State, in the eyes o f the world, 
w ill be applauded for excusing itself from 
action. 
x 
It is one o f the strongest m anifestations 
o f the sym pathy o f th e hum an race for its 
ow n that such acts as that o f Captain Dud­ 
ley have uniform ly been condoned, and 
nothing severer than pity for their sore dis­ 
tress has ever met m en saved !>v such 
resort. 
W hen, therefore, the English au­ 
thorities put upon these m en the inefface­ 
able stigm a o f crim inal prosecution for 
murder and cannibalism , they do a cruel 
thing.

support a claim for libraries devoted to a host 
o f special follow ings. 
T he m ost that can 
o f right he demanded o f the State, or o f 
any local governm ent in the State, is pro­ 
vision for the m aintenance o f general li­ 
braries, suitable for the people generally. 
There is but one justification that lias any 
force for the system that taxes a portion o f 
the people for the support o f the Law Li­ 
brary of San Francisco, and that is, that the 
Courts need it in order the better to dis­ 
pense justice. 
In all other respects it is an 
arbitrary exercise o f power and a wrongful 
one to m aintain it, even in part, at public 
cost. 
No sim ilar justification can be ad­ 
vanced for m edical libraries at the expense 
o f the people, or any class o f them . 
Regarding the cholera, the address takes 
the ground that the disease is contagious, 
and that insanitary conditions invite it. 
It. 
also calls for every possible effort to be 
m ade to prevent the introduction o f vellow 
fever into the State. 
Only unpardonable 
neglect can prevent the removal o f insan­ 
itary conditions favorable to yellow fever, 
since they are so well know n, says the 
author o f the address. 
H e continues : “ It 
is well understood that the m ost m alignant 
epidem ics of both cholera and yellow fever 
have chiefly been in tow ns and cities where 
the scientific application o f sanitary pre­ 
cautions had been neglected; where organic 
substance had accum ulated in all stages o f 
decom position—under circumstances and 
conditions best calculated to generate pes- 
tiferousgases in great quantities. The insan­ 
itary conditions o f the breath of life thus 
produced lower the vital powers, im pair the 
general health and establish a susceptibil­ 
ity to the so-called zym otic diseases—dis­ 
eases o f low and often m alignant type.” 
Concerning the germ theory, the paper 
holds that there has been 
10 affirmation o f 
it by positive dem onstration—that it is not 
settled that bacteria, bacilli and the various 
micrococci sustain a causative relation to 
the diseases in w hich they are found. 
T he 
essayist’s view is against the germ theory o f 
causation in alm ost all diseases, for the so- 
called dem onstrations 
thereof adm it o f 
other explanations. But w hether the germ 
or the gaseous theory be the true one, he 
points out that the investigations had in 
both arrived at one positive agreement, the 
importance o f perfecting sewer system s, 
and especially the disposal o f noxious gase» 
through high stand pipes, or other means* 
so as to prevent escape at inlets at the 
street crossings. Im perfections o f trapping 
in drain and waste pipes arc sources o f 
great evil. 
Garbage should be carted away 
by night, and before ferm entation and de­ 
com position 
com m ence. 
Céllars, back­ 
yards, cesspools, closets and all plum bing 
should be under legal surveillance, and 
kept in a condition above suspicion. 
AYc 
recall that w ben the R e c o rd -U n io n urged 
last spring just such precautions in Sacra­ 
m ento, there was a considerable class o f 
people w ho believed all these things un­ 
necessary, and as for pipes to lead foul 
gases into the upper air, they held them to 
be sim ply abom inable and dam aging to the 
city because unsightly. 
Yet w e find these 
sam e sanitary precautions advanced before 
the m ost learned and the largest medical 
society o f the State, where they would not 
have been accorded the distinction o f a 
hearing and o f print if unsound. 
W hen 
the spring season again opens, and special 
sanitary regulations become necessary o f 
enforcement, it is to be hoped tiiat ignor­ 
ance, blind prejudice, and shori-righted 
officials w ill not again prevail, and check a 
work w hich in other towns and cities, says 
our essayist, has accom plished so m uch in 
dim inishing mortality, as to justify the 
hope that if the so-called zym otic diseases 
cannot be stamped out, they may bo shorn 
o f their terrors, and devastation therefrom 
be no longer a horrible dread in our centers 
o f p o p u l a t i o n .

Glances at Some of the New Books o f the 
Day. 
"Discoveries of Am erica to the year 
1525” is the title o f an adm irable historical 
contribution by Arthur Jam es W eise M. 
A . 
It is a large 8vo. and issued at $4 50 by 
G. P. Putnam s Sons, New York. 
It is ac­ 
com panied by a cover pocket full o f dia­ 
grams and maps. 
It is m its own w ay an 
elaborate work and w ill gratify all historical 
students w ho are in search o f m ere curi­ 
osities. 
It has value as being a careful 
com pilation and 
com parison o f m any 
facts, dates and events o f discovery. 
But 
it is a perfect tyrant am ong dogm atics. 
W ith an im perious wave o f his hand the 
author sw eeps out o f the way questions 
that are as yet unsettled and possibly w ill 
ever remain so—questions that are at least 
true 
historical 
issues, 
and 
respected 
by 
all 
the 
better 
writers 
as 
such. 
T hus 
with 
sharp-edged 
brevity 
lie 
disposes of the Northmen theory by the dog­ 
m atic assertion that its ch ief basis is con­ 
jecture. 
Yet the world w ill dare to hold 
that there are indicia o f proofs worthy at 
least of sober treatm ent. H e credits neither 
Columbus nor Vespucci w ith the discovery 
o f Am erica, but in a m anner that does not 
do justice 
to 
the 
subject. 
To 
leap 
over disputed 
points 
and 
pass 
them 
by with a contem ptuous judgm ent, is no 
part o f the duty that is incum bent upon the 
historian. 
Readers o f history dem and rea­ 
sons for assertions, and prem ises for con­ 
clusions. 
On the other hand, w hile dog­ 
matic as to controverted points, Professor 
W eise is strangely serious and profoundly 
analytical regarding the lesser issues, as the 
Atlontenn theory and Plato’s considerations. 
W hile lie brushes aside grave disputes, 
and gives prom inence to unim portant ones, 
tic ignores still others that the best histori­ 
ans agree are still at issue. 
H e finds new 
genesis for.m uch American nom enclature, 
but does not fortify it w ith proofs sufficient 
to go before an intellectual jury. Did space 
permit, w e 
m ight array a long 
list of 
errors into 
w hich 
we believe Professor 
W eise has fallen. 
As, for instance, liis odd 
explanation o f the nom enclature o f the 
valley 
o f 
the 
H udson; his apparent 
acceptance 
as a 
settled 
fact 
df 
the 
S-.-a 
o f 
Vcrrazanno; 
his 
ohliviousncss to the authorities and proof's 
regarding the early maps, as o f La (,’osa 
and Cabot and the order of their preced­ 
en te; the cool m anner in w hich he dis­ 
poses o f the claim s o f the Vespiurians, 
which 
at 
least are 
entitled to de­ 
liberate 
historical 
analysis. 
In 
short, 
Professor W eise has sim ply plunged into 
Am erican history like a half-blinded man 
into the sm oke o f a conflagration. 
H e 
rescues nothing, establishes no new proofs, 
and leaves the whole subject o f American 
discovery in a more perplexed condition 
than ever—except one is content to receive 
undoubtingly liis dogm atic assertions. 
In 
that case lie clears up all m ysteries and 
banishes all doubts 
“ Fallacies in Progress and Poverty ” is 
the title o l'a volum e by W illiam Hanson, 
and issued by Fowler, W ells it Co., New 
York. 
T he work considers fallacies also 
in H enry D unningM acleod’s “ Economics," 
in H enry George's “ Social Problem s,” and 
in the ethics o f “ Protection and Free 
Trade,” and also treats o f the industrial 
problem, considered a priori. 
H anson ob­ 
jects to Macleod’s definition o f w ealth— 
“ anything 
whatever 
which 
can 
be 
bought 
or sold, w hatever 
its nature.” 
H e 
insists 
that 
this 
is 
a 
w holly 
selfish definition and not fit for the sub­ 
structure o f a physico-m oral science. 
H e 
deem s the better definition to be that 
wealth is all labor products and services 
that contribute to m an’s desires and the 
commercial value o f w hich can be m eas­ 
ured by work. 
H e agrees w ith George in 
all except his ideas regarding interest and 
rent. 
Protection and free trade he holds 
are but forms o f abnormal selfishness, and 
both are powerless to Irelp the people, and 
that Christianity only w ill, w hich is “ prac­ 
tical justice and love taking possession of 
the hum an heart.” 
From C. S. Houghton, Sacramento, we 
have “ W ild W oods L ife; or a Trip to 
Parm achenee.” by Captain Charles A . J. 
Farrar, author of*“ Eastward, H o !” 
It is 
an <8vo. from the press o f Lee & Shepard, 
and retails at $1 50. 
It deals with the ad­ 
ventures o f a party of Boston boys—the 
sam e w ho figured in “ Eastward, H o !” but 
who, in this volum e, penetrate farther into 
the wilderness, and m eet with a great vari­ 
ety o f thrilling adventures and am using 
experiences. 
It is fully illustrated. 
Cap­ 
tain Farrar is a realistic writer, and one 
who gets very near to his youthful readers. 
H e appeals to their fancy ar.d love o f ad­ 
venture, hut not to such an extent or in 
such a way as to awaken the desire to 
secretly leave hom e on romantic tours. No 
doubt S’’eh books as this stim ulate the love 
of travel am ong lads, and a certain class of 
them in this respect art; o f pernicious influ­ 
ence. 
B ut o f this book, w hich w e have 
exam ined with more than usual care, we 
are convinced the objection does not 1: . 
D aniel Van Pelt, A. ?>f., has given the 
literary world an Arctic poem, translated 
from the Dutch of Hendrik Tollens, in the 
hook issued b yG . •*. Putnam 's Sons, New 
York, entitled “ T he Hollanders ir. Nova 
Zembla (1590-1)7).” 
It is accompanied by 
a historical iutroductorv paper by Sam uel 
Richard Van Campen, F. II. Cl. S. 
The in- 
tcrcst attaching to stories o f Arctic advent­ 
ure never abates; hut it is not frequently 
gratified in verse. 
The original poem is in 
the Dutch heroic meter, the lines being of 
twelve syllables, or six iambic fee!, and 
rhymed in couplets 
Van Pelt has, how ­ 
ever, presented the translation in the Eng­ 
lish heroic o f ten syllables, or five iam bic 
feet, in blank verse, as better presenting the 
beauties o f th e original when translated 
into our tongue. 
T ollens’ masterpiece is 
this jioeni, and it lias long since been given 
to French and German literature. 
"D om estic Problem s" is the title o f a 
sm all book from the press of D. Lotlirop át 
Co., Boston. 
It is by Mrs. A. M. Diaz, w ho 
writes incisively and treats on topics that 
interest all fam ilies. 
I! is a plain discus­ 
sion, in a forcible manner, o f work and 
culture in the household. 
It addresses 
itself forcibly to wom en and their manage- 
mentVif the affairs o f the hom e and the 
obstacles t hey meet and the difficulties they 
m ust overcom e to m ake 
hom e happy. 
We do not believe in any written rules 
or lav,- on these subjects, hut advice from 
the thoughtful is alw ays worthy o f consid­ 
eration, and most o f that proffered by Mrs. 
Diaz is practical and reasonable. 
She is

S a cra m en to G rap es. 
Som e very large grapes, anil o f excellent 
flavor, Lave been received in the city from 
Hie Sargent R anch, on the Stockton road, 
about nine m iles from Sacramento. 
Those 
exam ined were o f the black Malvoisc and 
black H am burg varieties, and grown w ith ­ 
out irrigation, and it is stated, w ith very 
ordinary cultivation. 
There is no doubt 
but tiiat w ith full and deep cultivation of 
these lands, w hich are so admirably adapt­ 
ed to fruit-growing, irrigation is not only 
not necessary, but w ould be a detriment. 
T his fact cannot long be overlooked in the 
com parison o f this section 
of the State 
with the southern part o f California, where 
irrigation, on account o f lack of rainfall in 
w inter season, is regarded by those residing 
there as absolutely necessary. 
Sacram ento county throughout, as a fruit­ 
growing locality, is fast gaining prom i­ 
nence, and by reason of having the leading 
fruit m arket upon the coast within her 
ow n lim its, for the capital city has justly 
acquired that distinction by reason o f her 
superior central location and facilities tor 
shipm ent to the East, her canneries, w ine­ 
ries, etc.. will at no distant day be a little 
em pire of itself for the production o f nearly 
every species and variety o f fruit not 
specially tropical in its nature. 
It is to the interest o f fruit dealers to 
encourage 
the 
fruit-growing 
industry' 
as 
far 
as 
possible, 
and 
the 
promi­ 
nence of this market, by giving as libe­ 
ral 
prices 
for 
fruit 
o f 
all 
kinds 
as 
the state o f the m arket will warrant, re­ 
gardless o f a little lower rate w hich m ight 
be lixed by bard bargains, etc. 
It is be­ 
lieved and known that a spirit o f fairness 
and liberality in respect to prices paid gen­ 
erally prevails here, and the reputation of 
our dealers upon this point is m ost favor­ 
able as a rule. 
There is som e com plaint, 
however, at the present tim e, 
that not 
nearly as good prices are paid for grapes 
here as 
at 
s une 
other 
points, 
and 
inquiries arc being made o f grape-growcrs 
to ascertain if they cannot m ake it more to 
their advantage to sell elsewhere. 
There 
is no reason w hy as good prices cannot be 
paid bv the wineries in and near the city as 
at W oodland. Napa and other places, and 
those engaged in the purchase of grapes 
for these establishm ents cannot afford to 
pursue an illiberal policy as to prices, and 
thereby permit buyers from abroad to carry 
away our wine-grape crop and thus reduce 
the volum e of our hom e market.

The larva or caterpillar of the locust car­ 
penter m oth ( llyleutf» robinia ), when full 
grown, mensures nearly three inches in 
length ; is of a reddish color, except the 
head, which is "black; the bodv is some­ 
w hat flattened, and partially covered with 
long, fine hairs. 
In the larva state this is a 
verv destructive species and its work is 
readily recognized. The burrow of the 
full-grown larva is large enough to adm it 
the little finger. The perfect insect appears 
in June and July. The females deposit 
their eggs in the crevices of the bark, and 
are fastened by a glutinous substance. The 
young larva, when hatched, burrows into 
the inner bark, and as it acquires strength 
it penetrates into the sap-wood, and finally 
reaches mto the hard-wood near the center 
or pith of the tree, and from there it bares 
upward. 
As it increases in size it is evi­ 
dent it moves backward and forth in its 
burrow, gnawing the sides until the exca­ 
vation is sufficiently large for its comfort. 
W hen the larva is full grown and ready to 
assume the pupa state, it forms a burrow 
reaching the bark, thus providing a ready 
escape for the perfect 
insect when it 
emerges from the pupa.

It is difficult to reach the larva? of the 
carpenter m oths or oak eossus, as after the 
first- year they are beyond the reach of 
capture. 
By washing or covering the bark 
on the trunk of the tree w ith softsoap in 
the m onth of June it will prevent tiic 
female m oth from depositing her eggs on 
the tree and also some of the beetles. To 
prevent the insects from depositing their 
eggs on the trees in September, tht* wash­ 
ing ivit It softsoap should he repealed early 
in the m onth. At this season of tho year 
u!l burrows found in trees should be tilled 
with hard brown soap, or plugs of wood, to 
prevent the rains from causing an injury to 
the trees. 
In October the presence of the 
young larva* or grubs can be readily de­ 
tected by the t'hips and excrem ent found at 
the opening of the burrows. 
They should 
be dug out and destroyed.

The annual address before the State Medi­ 
cal Society, delivered by tho President, Dr. 
I. E. Oatnian, of Sacramento, at its late 
session, deals with m any m atters of inter- 
erest to those outside of the medical fra­ 
ternity, and some of which are, therefore, 
reproduced for the perusal of our readers. 
After the opening portion of the address, 
which was devoted to a brief review of the 
highly honorable and advanced field in 
science occupied by those learned in the 
medical profession, and also referring to 
the proposed law to regulate the practice of 
medicine the passage of a law giving ade­ 
quate compensation to medical experts in 
ail cases; establishm ent of an asylum at 
one of the State prisons for insane crim i­ 
nals; establishm ent of quarantines; the 
passage of a law to provide medical libraries 
for all principal cities and towns of the 
State, the speaker took up tlie subject of 
epidemic diseases, as follows : 


CHOLERA AND YELLOW FEVER. 
The National Board of H ealth and the 
State Boards in most of the States arc ac­ 
complishing great good, while the Boards 
of cities and towns are exerting an influ­ 
ence upon the sanitary interests of tlieir 
respective places, w ithout which the inhab­ 
itants thereof would he at a loss to know 
how to accomplish the sam e ends. Should 
the cholera or yellow fever threaten to in ­ 
vade our fair State, the influence of our 
Boards of Health would be, to say the least, 
appreciated. The course of epidemic chol­ 
era has always been from east to west. 
At 
the tim e ol'its last invasion in this country 
the insanitary con.litions favoring its pro­ 
gress were sufficiently understood for the 
whole country to be fortified against it. Its 
force and progress were broken and dissi­ 
pated in our great continent, so that it did 
not reach our favored State. Since that 
tim e the progress in sanitary science and in 
the prophylaxis of epidemics has been so 
rapid and great that it is reasonable to sup­ 
pose that its progress would be arrested, its 
m alignity modified and its epidemic inliu- 
ence dissipated long before it could reach 
the Pacific States. 
The expanse of the Pa­ 
cific ocean is so great that, should the dis­ 
ease for the first time travel eastward'y, its 
epidemic influence at least would be apt to 
be lost long before it could reach our shores. 
The disease, according to m y experience in 
treating it at three different limes, is conta­ 
gious, although contagious diseases require 
¡til epidemic inlluenee to become exten­ 
sively epidemic. Our position is so iso­ 
lated, with the great plains and deserts and 
m ountains on the one side, and earth’s 
broadest expanse of water on the other, as 
to protect us. probably, from epidemic 
cholera, especially w ith proper sanitary 
precautions and quarantine. The near 
APPROACH OF YELLOW FEVER 
The past year to the centers of population 
in California calls for every possible effort 
being made by all the means known to 
sanitary science, to prevent its introduction 
and prevalence amongst us. The insanitary 
conditions existing where the disease has 
been the most m alignant are so well known 
that nothing but unpardonable neglect can 
prevent tlieir removal and abatem ent in our 
cities and towns were it is most apt to pre­ 
vail. The topography ot California gives 
us climatic conditions which would seem 
to forbid epidemic yellow fever; conditions 
in which the epidemic influence m ay not 
exist. Along the entire sea coast, during 
tin* warm season, the weather is seldom 
hot more than two or three days at one 
time, w hilst the coldness of the sea breezes, 
and especially of the ocean winds, keeps 
the tem perature below that which usually 
prevails during epidemics of that disease. 
In tin* interior we alwavs have cool nights, 
with dryness and salubrity of the atm os­ 
phere, probably incom patible with its prev­ 
alence u< an epidemic. 
The dryness, cool­ 
ness and salubrity of the m ountain air, 
with coldness and frosts at night in the 
higher altitudes, will not only protect those 
Localities, but they will be accessible and 
safe retreats for refuge in the possible event 
of an endemic of yellow fever anyw here in 
California. 
W ith yellow fever I have had 
no experience. 
I once saw and treated 
sixteen cases of cholera in Illinois: a very 
limited endemic forty m iles from Chicago, 
in a new and thinly settled neighborhood 
in the country, five miles from any village. 
There could have been no local cause for 
the disease. A man and a woman 
OF IRREGULAR llARITS, 
Having stayed a few days in Chicago, when* 
cholera was prevailing, not extensively, 
returned to the above nam ed locality in the 
country, and were soon attacked with the 
disease in a highly malignant form and 
both died. All the other cases—fourteen 
in num ber—were either exposed to the first 
two, or each oilier, after they were attacked 
und some of them hud the disease in a 
m alignant form, 
c f the whole num ber 
attacked I believe five died. Soon after­ 
wards I had the disease myself. A lthough 
liiis forcible example, and num erous others 
on record, -*bow the disease to lie cun- 
tagious, yet it is well established that the 
mo.-' malignant epidemics of both cholera 
and yellow fever have chiefly been in towns 
and cities where the scientific application 
of sanitary precautions had been neglected; 
where organic substance had accumlaled in 
in all stages of decomposition—under cir­ 
cumstances and conditions best calculated 
to generate and elim inate pestiferous gases 
in great quantities. 
The insanitary con­ 
ditions of the bici’th of life tints produced 
lower the vital powers, im pair the general 
lienitIi und establish a susceptibility to the 
so-called zymotic diseases—diseases of low 
and often m alignant type. 
If cholera or 
typhoid fever, or erysipelas, or cerebro­ 
spinal meningitis prevail 
TIIE MORE sr.SUEFTIUl.E ARE ATTACKED, 
.'.ml may fall victims to the disease. The 
same is irut* of yellow fever, if the usual ac­ 
companying conditions of protracted heat 
and a hum id atm osphere obtain at the same 
time. The pathogenetic influence of those 
gases, combined with specific contagion, 
seems to determ ine the nature or kind oi 
the epidemic—w hether it he citolera, y el­ 
low fever, typhoid fever, scarlatina or sm all­ 
pox -the malignancy of ;ne epidemic de­ 
pending upon the noxiousness of the air, 
and probably an epidemic influence in the 
atmosphere, at present indefinable. The 
prevention of diseases m ay be more pofctnt 
in prolonging life than tlieir cure. 
TIIE GERM THEORY. 
Ill considering th e etiology and the p ro ­ 
p hylaxis o f th e above nam ed diseases and 
others, th e so-called germ theory h as as­ 
sum ed im portance w hich cannot lie ig­ 
nored. 
M any o f the m ost em inent scicn- 
tists, ill th eir histological investigations, 
believe in und have taught th e theory, and 
have apparently dem onstrated its verifica­ 
tion. 
O thers, o f em inence also, explain the 
phenom ena by w hich th e theory is claim ed 
to l e dem onstrated, hy show ing th a t bacte­ 
ria. baiaili, an d th e various m icrococei, do 
not sustain a causative relation to th e d is­ 
eases in w hich they arc found, b u t are se­ 
quen: thereto— th at were the diseases caused 
by m icro-organism s, all persons exposed to 
them w ould have th e sam e disease each 
variety w ould produc-— and th at th e spe­ 
cific variety causing each disease w ould be 
easily detected bv the palho-histologist.am l 
its germ icide discovered; also, th at th e 
p.allioh'gicu! condition of the organ affect­ 
ed, or o f th e w hole system in w hich they 
are found, is first produced by o th er causes, 
creating for them a genial habitation, and 
am ple pabulum for th eir w ondrous prolif­ 
eration. 
D ependent upon others for histo­ 
logical investigation o f th is subject, m y con­ 
victions favor the latter view, viz : against 
th e germ theory of causation in alm ost all 
diseases; 
th e 
so-called 
dem onstrations 
th ereo f a d m ittin g of o th er explanations. 
Fl’OI’AGATION OF DISEASE. 
That the exhalations from large quan'.i- 
ties of organic m atter in an advanced stage 
of decomposition are noxious, and aid in 
the production of diseases, or produce them 
directly, secius to he well established by 
close observation, if not by scientific de­ 
ni /nstration. 
11 organic germs do not form 
the noxious element, the alternative ob­ 
tains; that combinations of gases, formed 
in their nascent state, exert a depressing 


spinal meningitis, or malarial fever; or it I 
may be one of cholera, yellow fever, or ] 
some of the contagious exanthemata. I 
could devoutly hope, however, that the 
germ theory in the causation of many dis­ 
eases may be established, if it would sim­ 
plify the treatment and make it more 
successful. 
Forcible evidence has been 
adduced against the noxiousness of sewer 
gases—especially in producing the so called 
zymotic 
diseases—alleging in 
support 
thereof that diphtheria, cerebro-spinal me­ 
ningitis, typhoid fever and cholera have 
prevailed where no such gases existed—in 
remote rural localities—sometimes deep 
snow covering the ground all the time. 
SEWAGE, PLUMBING, ETC. 
W hether the germ or the gaseous theory 
is true—or if they are both true—to a cer­ 
tain extent the practical deductions from 
the entire investigation of the subject to 
this date confirm the established usage and 
vital im portance of sewering our towns and 
cities—looking to a degree ot perfection 
therein not hitherto obtained. 
An im ­ 
provem ent demanded is to dispose of the 
noxious gases through high stand pipes, or 
other scientific means, instead of allow­ 
ing them to escape from sewers at the in­ 
lets, at every crossing street. 
The im per­ 
fection of traps, the diffusible nature of 
noxious gases, the perm eability of walls and 
other substances to tlieir penetration, are 
fruitful subjects for the sanitary engineer. 
All kinds of garbage should 'be carted 
away during 
the 
night, 
and 
before 
ferm entation and decomposition commence. 
Cellars, cesspools, closets, and all plum b­ 
ing should be under strict surveillance, and 
kept in a condition above suspicion. 
Ne­ 
glect of these precautions lias resulted in 
highly fatal epidemics. The success ob­ 
tained of late years in dim inishing the 
m ortality in towns and cities from so-called 
zymotic diseases, by increasing sanitary 
precautions, has been such as to justify the 
hope that, if they cannot be stamped out. 
they nmy be shorn of their terrors: and 
that the tim e is not distant tv lion the de­ 
vastation therefrom will no longer be a 
horrible dread in our centers of population.

Stccl tubes are found to retain twice as 
m uch magnetism as steel rods, and are 
therefore better for perm anent magnets.

U housekeepcrs'bnly would Uo w illing to 
do just what they can do without getting 
so com pletely drudged out, there would be 
fewer sick wom en, and happier homes. 
Study convenience in every household ar­ 
rangement, and perform every duty with 
as few steps and as little labor as possible, 
and do it w ell. 
W e find good wom en every 
day w ho run from cellar to garret and 
back again before they can get together 
the necessary ingredients, tins, etc., to m ake 
a few biscuits or a dish o f plain cake. 
Not 
tw o weeks since I found a farmer s wife 
(and one of the best women I ever knew , 
and with poor health) who went out doors 
to the cans for cream, to the hen-house for 
eggs, down cellar for butter, to the pantry 
for spices, then into the ante-room for flour, 
and carried them all to the kitchen to m ake 
a cake, to say nothing of calling together 
the dish, egg-beater spoon and baking- 
tins. 
N o m an w ould do it (and I honor 
their sense in that), and 
certainly no 
woman, and especially an invalid, can af­ 
ford to do so. 
I askod this friend if she 
would let me alone in the kitchen for one 
hour after dinner, and with perm ission to 
do what I pleased. 
1 hunted the ham m er 
and nails, 
som e newspapers and 
bits 
o f 
boards. 
I 
pulled 
the 
kitchen 
table away from the w all 
and tacked 
m y papers back o f and above it, then 
drove up two rows o f nails, on 'w hich 1 
hung up egg-beater, skim m er, large spoons 
and soup-dipper, rolling-pin, potato-m ash- 
er, cake pans gem pans and sm all dipper. 
1 put back the table, and on the top oT it 
set, in a row, a jar w ith cooking salt (it was 
a cracked jar, but held sa.t all rig h t); next 
to it a good pne, a gallon jar, w ith Graham 
flour, and another one with w hite flour— 
for these articles were used so m any tim es 
a day. 
Then I put neat little covers over 
them all. 
T he spices, soda and baking 
powder boxes, in a row next, gave the dish 
pan a hom e in the corner near. 
A t the 
right hand of the table I set a wooden soap 
box bottom side up, w ith a piece o f oilcloth 
tacked over it. 
T his held the water pail. 
I hung the dipper above it. 
I could not 
build the house over them and m ake a 
sink, closets, and all the convenient shelves 
and pegs o f a m odel kitchen, but I could 
gather those articles that were used so 
m any tim es a day som ewhere near each 
other, and save steps for a poor, weak wo­ 
m an. 
W hen she cam e out to see about the 
supper, site looked really pleased when she 
said : " Isn't this nice, to stand right still 
in one spot and get supper all ready?”—

WHAT TWENTY EXTEA STEPS DO. 
Twenty extra steps taken a dozen tim es a 
day am ount to eighty seven thousand six 
bundled (87.000) during a year, and in 
twentv-live 
years 
to over two m illion 
(2,190,000) step s! 
If those steps are taken 
needlessly by the weary housewife what an 
enorm ous waste o f strength, 
So little a 
thing as this seem s, w hen we look at a 
single journey, it m ay even be the m ake­ 
weight that decides the question of good 
health, vigor and prolonged life. 
It was 
only a very light weight, but it was the 
“ last feather that broke the cam el's back” 
—yet how m any matrons are there that 
am id save even more than this twenty 
extra steps, m any tim es a day, by a little 
change in the arrangement o f the tables, 
dish-closets and washing-sinks. 
Suppose, 
for exam ple, that the dishes have to be 
carried three tim es a day from the table to 
the sink, then to a closet further on, then 
back to the table, and so round and round 
at every m eal. 
Suppose, on the contrary, 
there is a convenient closet or cupboard 
near the table, with an opening or slide to 
pass the dishes directly into the kitchen if 
the closet be not adjacent, would not those 
tw enty steps, more or less, be saved, not a 
dozen’ times, but twenty or thirty tim es 
daily? 
I f the w ashing-sink be locáted on 
the further side o f the room, instead o f near 
the pantry, and that near the dining-room , 
the illustration is still more forcible. 
W e 
suggest that our house-kecpers look at this 
and think about it, and if they please let us 
have '‘'¡une o f their thoughts.

W hen colored 
stockings are s,>en it is the exception, and 
they look antique. 
Children’s stockings

keep the colors from staining the skin 
and the Blockings from being soiled readily, 
as, no matter how expensive they arc, these 
rich dark tints never look so well after be­ 
ing washed. 
In im itation o f the natty lawn tennis 
suits for young m en, the m ost fashionable 
young lady now wears a gown o f Hull red- 
brown tint, the shade o f Venetian sails.

and edged and beaded with pearls, and a 
strikingly beautiful necklace, likew ise o f 
pearls, is' worn around the throat. 
In shoes, the colored patent leather, w ith 
high heels and bows m atching the shoe in 
color, arc very stylish. 
They m ay be worn 
to accord with the dress, or with a black or 
w hite dress. 
Shoes com ing well up on the 
instep, fastened w ith a steel buckle, the 
back and front either red or any other 
color patent leather, are favorite carriage or 
full-dress shoes.

An 
im portant creation is o f very pale gray 
alpaca, trimmed with narrow silver galloon, 
and is very stvlish. 
The mohair suits have

tone, and with these are worn sm all vests 
o f dark gray Suede kid. 
There is a new way o f trim m ing the arm ­ 
holes of dresses.

arc 
born 
armed 
and 
weaponed both for offense, capture and de­ 
fense when attacked or pursued. 
The go­ 
rillas o f Africa fought the soldiers o f H an- 
no, and apes use hundstones to crack nuts. 
In the days o f Strabo that historian tells us 
that Indian m onkeys clim bed m ountains 
and rolled stones down on their pursuers. 
Take throw ing for exam ple. 
The prim i­ 
tive man learned it from beasts. 
T he squid 
(cuttle-fish) defends itself by discharging its 
ink-bag, imbedded in the liver, and escapes 
in the blackened water. 
The tokotes or 
archer brings down insects with a drop of 
water when they are three or four feet high 
in the air. T he archer fish o f Japan is kept 
in a glass jar and fed by holding flies 
at the end o f a rod a few inches from 
the surface o f the water, and it never 
fails to hit them . 
T he llam a or guanaco 
throw their acrid and fetid saliva som e d is­ 
tance and with accurate aim . 
Men would 
learn to strike by watching the blow of the 
bear, and the kick o f those anim als which 
defend them selves by kicking, as the horse, 
zebra, the camel and giratle, w hile the 
ostrich, eagle and larger birds o f prcv 
would teach him a lesson in assaulting 
with ready wings. 
T he w hale raises its 
head Willi such force that it lias sunk a 
whaler. 
Combats o f goats, stags, buffaloes 
and wild bulls, all of w hich rush forward 
w ith their heads down and drive their 
horns into their enem y's body, would sug­ 
gest the thrust. 
The bittern, the peacock 
and the Am erican w hite crane stab at the 
eye. 
A nd the black rhinoceros, the fiercest 
o f any, when angered his horn becomes 
hard and erect, and, diving beneath the 
canoe, he pierces a hole iti its bottcru 
and 
sinks 
it, 
and 
with 
the 
sam e 
weapon 
attacks 
and 
rips 
open 
the 
huge 
and 
ungainly 
elephant. 
The 
pheasant and 
partridge, the 
cock 
and 
quail, w ould suggest, with their spurs, the 
use of tiie poniard. 
Pliny says that dol­ 
phins w hich enter the N ile have a knife- 
edged spur on their back to protect them 
from crocodiles. 
T he bull-head fish has a 
many-barbed horn on its dorsum which 
m ust have taught the Esquim aus and sav­ 
ages of South America and Australia the use 
o f their spears. 
Poisoned dagger-makers 
took a bint from the sting-fish or adder pike, 
whose dorsals and spines have double 
grooves, in which a poisonous secretion is 
found. 
The. sting-rays tw ist their long, 
slender tails round their enem y and cut 
the surface, inflicting a wound not easily 
healed. 
The sting som etim es breaks off 
in the wound. 
The Fiji Islanders, the 
Sam oans and Tahitians use this poison ex­ 
tensively. 
These 
tilings 
in 
anim als 
would suggest the poisoned dagger with 
w hich the Itallians o f the m iddle ages 
were so handy.—[Cincinnati Enquirer. 


A H u m m in g H ird C om bat. 
W hile out collecting near Aurora, New 
York, I noticed a hedge o f lilac bushes, 
and attracted by the delicious odor, 
I 
seated m yself near them and partook of 
my lunch. 
I had just finished and was 
preparing to continue m v walk when a 
singular twittering, not unlike that o f the 
blackcap titm ouse, arrested m y attention. 
Looking up 1 discovered a fine male ruby- 
throated hum m ing bird, almost within 
reach d f my hand.

cayed twig, w ithin three feet o f me, and 
began to arrange his plumage.

very quiet and he did not seem to notice 
me until I made a sudden m otion with my 
head. 
In an instant iie was out o f sight, 
but sown returned with bis mate, and after 
a few h alf suspicious glances at me hovered 
above the branch for a few seconds; then 
closing their w ings both birds grasped the 
. brunch with their little feet.

and 
! suddenly the stillness was broken by a 
j succession of sounds, w hich very much rc- 
! sem bled a swarm o f bees; and then an- 
■ other male bird dashed down and made a 
savage lunge w ith his beak.

T rain Y our D a u g h ters. 
This advice is intended for all mothers 
w ithout exception or distinction, and all 
other guardians o f young girls. 
A girl 
should be trained to a thorough theoretical 
and practical know ledge o f housekeeping, 
however great her expectations, however 
high her position m life. 
A lthough she 
m ay he the daughter o f a m illionaire, or 
one high in station, she is liable som e tim e 
to become the head of a hom e, and the 
head o f a hom e without a knowledge of 
housekeeping is certainly a proper object 
for com m iseration. 
She m ay be abun­ 
dantly able to Hire all the servants to do 
her work w ithout lifting her hands, yet if 
she know s nothing experim entally she is 
liable to be, in a measure, at the m ercy of 
her servants. 
A servant generally learns 
very soon whether her m istress understands 
the m ysteries o f her vocation; whether she 
is capable o f directing her household affairs 
or not, and if sh e m akes up her m ind that 
she is ignorant in that respect she will, 
nine tim es out o f ten, take advantage of it 
and become a petty tyrant, or fail to earn 
her wages. 
Every girl should he taught practical and 
scientific cookery. 
She should learn the 
changes that take place in m eats and vege­ 
tables by cooking, and just what kind of 
cooking "will render them most agreeable, 
digestible 
and 
nourishing. 
A 
young 
wom an who 
pronounces 
the marriage 
vows, w ho takes upon herself the position 
of head o f the hom e department o f a fam­ 
ily, assum es a fearful responsibility. 
And 
if she does so w ithout qualifying herself 
for the position she does very wrong, and 
tiro evils that may flow from tiie act are in ­ 
calculable. 
A n ignorant, incapable house­ 
keeper w ill very likely alienate the affec­ 
tions o f her husband, ruin his and her 
health, and plant the seeds o f disease in 
the constitutions of their offspring. 
It is 
highly important that a wife and m other 
should exercise a refining, intellectual, 
moral and spiritual influence upon her 
fam ily, hut that is hardly possible unless 
she understands the lower departments of 
housekeeping, the 
preparation o f their 
food, the care o f the rooms, the care of 
their clothing, the care o f tlieir beds, the 
art o f m aking hom e neat, attractive, com ­ 
fortable and beautiful. 
Then begin early, mothers, to teach your 
children to do som ething w e ll; to sew and 
m end their clothes; to sw eep and dust 
their room s; to set and clear oil the table; 
to wash the dishes, and, quite early, to 
cook the sim pler dishes. 
Most girls will 
learn to do these things m uch more cheer­ 
fully when young than when in their 
teens, and it should not be postponed until 
then. 
It 
certainly 
w ould he unw ise to 
confine very young giris to work until it 
becom es irksom e, but they should have 
sonic light tasks in that direction to per­ 
form every day. 
Begin early and follow 
up conscientiously the duty o f training to 
som e useful daily work in the way of 
household 
duties, 
and, 
im perceptibly, 
your giris will grow into a knowledge of 
housekeeping that w ill qualify them , when 
the proper tim e sh all arrive, to glide easily 
into the position o f keeper of their own 
hom e; a position, when properly filled, 
second in importance to none that m an­ 
kind can filie n this cartii.—[Tribune and 
Farmer. 


Tarring W ood, 
For tw enty or thirty years we have taken 
occasion to refer to the injury which the 
application o f tar does to fences, sh in­ 
gles and wood-work in 
general. 
W e 
nevertheless still notice that the prac­ 
tice is pursued under the im pression that 
the tar preserves rather than destroys the 
objects to which it is applied. 
It should be 
borne in m ind that heat as well as m oisture 
decays wood, but both com bined w ill have 
an increased effect in this direction. 
The 
idea that m any persons entertain that 
m oisture alone is the decaying agent, and 
it follow s that the protection o f wood 
against moisture, by a thorough covering of 
paint, tar, etc., w ill effect the purpose, is 
altogether fallacious. 
H eat in an alm ost 
equal degree w ill work the destruction of 
the wood; 
and 
as 
the 
black 
color­ 
ing 
o f 
tar 
will 
attract 
the 
heat 
agent 
alone, 
or 
in 
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pow erfully, 
this 
com bination 
w ith 
moisture, 
whicl 
in nearly all cases will more or less pene 
trate at points through any covering, w ill 
rapidly produce decay. 
The effect o f tar. 
intensified by the attraction o f tiie sun's 
rays, absorbs the life o f the wood, whicli 
can be crumbled into powder by the hand, 
as our experience has frequently proved to 
us. 
A black fence is pleasing u> the eye, 
which in addition to the belief that it muss 
be a preservative o f the wood, inducet 
m any to scout the idea of its dam aging 
character; but a trial will in a short tim e 
only too fatally confirm what we say. Many 
persons whitewash their - fences under the 
im pression that it also preserves the wood 
by protecting it against rain ; but the least 
exam ination w ill show that whitewash 
does not turn off the rain, but that it pene­ 
trates directly through it to the wood. 
The question w ill therefore be naturally 
asked : In what way does it benefit the 
wood ? 
W e answer by its directly opposite 
effect ti]am it o f that o f tar—its white 
color. 
W hite repels the beat, and hence 
protects the wood against the dam aging 
effect o f the heat. 
W hitewash, as alm ost 
any other coloring matter, except that of 
black, m ay have som e slight preservative 
influence, but not sufficient to pay for its 
application. 
T he effect o f good paint on 
fine work exposed to the weather, where 
repeated coats are applied, is a different 
matter, and has nothing to do with the 
question in hand. 
If a good coat of tar is 
applied to wood which is entirely under­ 
ground, and where the sun has no influence 
upon it, and no heat to he attracted bv the 
tar, there is no doubt but that its applica­ 
tion w ill have an excellent effect in fire- 
serving the wood.—[Jam estown (Pa.) Tele­ 
graph.

ments hurricanes, we m ust remember that 
our hurricanes blow only about a hundred 
m iles an hour, w hile those o f the chrom o­ 
sphere blow as far in a single second. They 
are such hurricanes as, com ing down upoil 
us from the north, would, in 30 seconds 
after they had crossed the St. Lawrence, be 
in the G ulf of M exico, carrying with them 
the w hole surface o f the continent in a 
mass, not sim ply of ruin, hut o f glowing 
vapor, in w hich the vapors arising from the 
dissolution of the materials com posing the 
cities o f Boston, New York and Chicago 
would lie m ixed in a single indistinguish­ 
able cloud. 
W hen we speak o f eruptions 
we call to m ind Vesuvius burying the sur­ 
rounding cities in lava ; but the solar < rup- 
tions, thrown 50,000 m iles high, would 
engulf the w hole earth and dissolve every 
organized being on its surface in a m om ent.

T hings to Adopt, and O ther T hings 
to A void—F ashion Iiin ts Ap­ 
propriate to the Season. 


If housekeepers only would bo willing to 
do just w hat they can do w ithout getting 
to completely drudged out, there would be 
fewer sick women, and happier homes. 
Study convenience in every household ar­ 
rangem ent, and perform every duty with 
as few steps and as little labor as possible, 
and do it well. W e find good women every 
day who run from cellar to garret and 
back again before they can get together 
the necessary ingredients, tins, etc., to m ake 


a few biscuits or a dish of plain cake. Not 
twit weeks since I found a farm ers wife 
(and one of the best women I ever knew, 
and with poor health) who went out doors 
to the cans for cream, to the hen-house for 
eggs, down cellar for butter, to the pantry 
for spices, then into the ante-room for flour, 
and carried them all to the kitchen to make 
a cake, to say nothing of calling together 
the disli, egg-beater spoon and baking- 
tins. 
No m an would do it (and 1 honor 
their sense in that), and certainly no 
woman, and especially an invalid, can af­ 
ford to do so. 
I askod this friend if she 
would let me alone in the kitchen for one 
hour after dinner, and with permission to 
do what I pleased. I hunted the ham m er 
and nails, some newspapers and 
bits 
of 
boards. 
I 
pulled 
the 
kitchen 
table away from the wall and tacked 
m y papers back of and above it, then 
drove up two rows of nails, on w hich 1 
bung up egg-beater, skim m er, large spoons 
ami soup-dipper, rolling-pin, potato-mash- 
er, cake pans gem pans and sm all dipper. 
1 put back the table, and on the top of it 
set, in a row, a ja r w ith cooking salt (it was 
a cracked jar, but held salt all rig h t); next 
to il a good pne, a gallon jar, w ith Graham 
flour, and another one with w hite flour— 
for these articles were used so m any times 
a day. Then I put neat little covers over 
them all. The spices, soda and baking 
powder boxes, in a row next, gave the dish 
pan a home in the corner near. At the 
right hand of the table I set a wooden soap 
box bottom side up, w ith a piece of oilcloth 
tacked over it. This held the water pail. 
I hung the dipper above it. 
I could not 
build the house over them and make a 
sink, closets, and all the convenient shelves 
and pegs of a model kitchen, but I could 
gather those articles that were used so 
m any times a day somewhere near each 
other, and save steps for a poor, weak wo­ 
m an. 
W hen she came oat to see about the 
supper, she looked really pleased when she 
said : " Isn 't this nice, to stand right still 
in one spot and get supper all read y ?”—

WUAT TW ENTY EXTEA STEPS DO. 
Twenty extra steps taken a dozen times a 
day am ount to eighty seven thousand six 
bundled (87.600) during a year, and in 
twenty-five years to over two m illion 
(2,100,000) steps! 
If these steps are taken 
needlessly by the weary housewife w hat an 
enormous waste of strength. So little a 
thing as this seems, when we look at a 
single journey, it m ay even be the m ake­ 
weight that decides the question of good 
health, vigor and prolonged life. 
It was 
only a very light weight, but it was the 
“ last feather thai broke the camel's back” 
—yet how m any m atrons are ’here that 
could save even more than this twenty 
extra steps, m any times a day, by a little 
change in the arrangem ent of the tables, 
dish-closets and washing-sinks. Suppose, 
for example, that the dishes have to be 
carried three tim es a day from the table to 
the sink, then to a closet further on, then 
back to the table, and so round and routid 
at every meal. Suppose, on the contrary, 
there is a convenient closet or cupboard 
near the table, with an opening or slide to 
pass the dishes directly into the kitchen if 
th e closet be not adjacent, would not those 
tw enty steps, more or less, be saved, not a 
dozen times, but twenty or thirty times 
daily? If the washing-sink be loci ted on 
the further side of the room, instead of near 
the pantry, and that near the dining-room, 
the illustration is still more forcible.

and think about it, and if they please let us 
have titile of their thoughts.

FA S H IO N NO TES. 
An old sunshade stripped of it • former 
cover may he easily recovered to match any 
costume. 
Take one of the sections re­ 
m o v ed and cut as m any of thenew material 
as was first used when flic old sunshade 
was n ew ; have them stitched together by 
m achine sewing and fasten to the frame. A 
new lining, if required, is as easily made. 
The work is not difficult, u;.d will pay just 
now. when th e effect of uniform ity in dress 
details, now so studied, requires a change of 
parasol for time, place, and costume. A 
little ingenuity and finger dexterity com­ 
bined go alm ost as far, and sometimes fur­ 
ther, in giving finish and elegance to toilet 
etceteras. 
It is (t notio, able fact that ladies at the 
various watering-places are wearing white 
and unbleached hosiery. W hen colored 
stockings are seen it is the exception, and 
they look antique. 
Children's stockings 
nrc in plain colors, but very thin un­ 
bleached hose are worn under these, which 
serves 
two excellent purposes: 
they 
keep the colors from staining the skin 
and the stockings from being soiled readily, 
as, no m atter how expensive they are, these 
rich dark tints never look so well after be­ 
ing washed. 
In im itation of the natty lawn tennis 
suits for young men, the m ost fashionable 
young lady now wears a gown of dull red- 
brown tint, the shade of Venetian sails. 
Over this twine-colored netting is draped in 
a slightly fantastic way, and a sort of rig­ 
ging m ade of slender ropes forms a panel 
on the left side. 
The bodice is covered

sort of tw ine used in m acram e work. 
There is a knotted fringe by w hich m inia­ 
ture tennis balls are suspended, and a red 
canvas belt completes the costume. 
As full bodices are so general, Swiss 
bodice are likely to come into use again. 
Very deep ones are more becoming to tin 
figure than narrow ones, and by deep is 
lueanJIhc genuine sort, such as the Swiss 
peasantry affect. These are made as for­ 
merly of vel ret, satin, jetted cloth, or corded 
silk, and the richest and daintiest for even­ 
ing toilets are made of white or pale-tinted 


latin, hand-painted, with a tiny blossoming 
vine, w hich forms a delicate iloral border­ 
ing to the entire girdle or band. 
A Newport debutante's costum e: A plain 
white satin skirt below a perfectly straight 
iverskirt, the monotony of which is re­ 
lieved by masses of rich pearl embroidery. 
Upon every available edge a dec)) fringe of 
string pearls, which falls into graceful lines 
with every movement. The bodice is low 
and edged and beaded with pearls, and a 
strikingly beautiful necklace, likewise of 
nearls, is" worn around the throat. 
In shoes, the colored patent leather, with 
high heels and bows m atching the shoe in 
color, are very stylish. They may be worn 
to accord with the dress, or with a black or 
w hite dress. Shoes coming well tip on the 
instep, fastened w ith a steel buckle, the 
back and front either red or any other 
color patent leather, are favorite carriage or 
full-dress shoes. 
Bronze kids are m uch 
worn for evening. 
Dressing sacks are very pretty, made in 
M other H ubbard sty le ; a plain yoke with 
the required fullness sliirre ! on, leaving a 
little ruffle at the top. The sleeves are cut 
very much like a shirt sleeve and gathered 
in around the hand witli a narrow ruffle. 
The yoke m ay he trim m ed w ith narrow 
velvet ribbon or braid, and large ribbon 
bows fastens them together in front. The 
delicate French flannels, in plaids or stripes, 
are lovely lor these sacques. 
Gray and ecru suits are m uch m et with. 
Mohair, the very chic m aterial for the pres­ 
ent, is employed in these neutral tints. An 
im portant creation is ol very pale gray 
alpaca, trim m ed with narrow silver galloon, 
and is very stvlish. The m ohair suits have 
a most desirable appearance, trim m ed w ith 
wool galloon of the same color, hut darker 
tone, and with these are worn sm all vests 
of dark gray Suede kid. 
There is a new way of trim m ing the arm ­ 
holes of dresses. A piece of medium-sized 
velvet or ribbon goes entirely round, and 
the two ends which meet on the top of the 
shoulder are tied in a graceful looped bow. 
W hen the sleeve is a long one, a sim ilar 
trim m ing is placed ju st above the elbow 
and tied to correspond, but with no ends of 
any length.

fense when attacked or pursued. The go­ 
rillas of Africa fought the soldiers of llan- 
no, and apes use handstones to crack nuts. 
In the days of Strabo that historian tells us 
th at Indian monkeys climbed m ountains 
and rolled stones down on their pursuers. 
Take throw ing for example. The prim i­ 
tive m an learned it from beasts. The squid 
(cuttle-fish) defends itself by discharging its 
ink-bag, imbedded in the liver, and escapes 
in the blackened water. 
The tokotes or 
archer brings down insects w ith a drop of 
water when they are three or four feet high 
in the air. The archer fish of Japan is kept 
in a glass ja r and fed by holding flies 
at the end of a rod a few inches from 
the surface of the water, and it never 
fails to h it them . The llam a or guanaco 
throw their acrid and fetid saliva some dis­ 
tance and with accurate aim . Men would 
learn to strike by watching the blow of the 
bear, and the kick of those anim als which 
defend themselves by kicking, as the horse, 
zebra, the camel and giraffe, while the 
ostrich, eagle and larger birds o f prey 
would teach him a lesson in assaulting 
w ith ready wings. The whale raises its 
head with such force that it has sunk a 
whaler. Combats of goats, stags, buffaloes 
and wild bulls, all of which rush forward 
with their heads down and drive their 
horns into their enemy’s body, would sug­ 
gest the thrust.

The bull-head fish lias a 
many-barbed born on Its dorsum which 
m ust have taught the Esquim aus and sav­ 
ages of .South A m ericaand A ustralia the use 
of their spears. 
Poisoned dagger-makers 
took a hin t from the sting-fish or adder pike, 
whose dorsals and spines have double 
grooves, in which a poisonous secretion is 
found. The sting-rays tw ist their long, 
slender tails round tiieir enemy and cut 
the surface, inflicting a wound not easily 
healed. The sting sometimes breaks off 
in the wound. The Fiji Islanders, the 
.Samoans and T ahitians use this poison ex­ 
tensively.

w hich the Itallians of the m iddle ages 
were so handy.—[Cincinnati Enquirer.

T ra in Y o u r D a u g h te rs . 
This advice is intended for all mothers 
w ithout exception or distinction, and all 
other guardians of young girls. 
A girl 
should be trained to a thorough theoretical 
and practical knowledge of housekeeping, 
however great her expectations, however 
high her position in life. 
A lthough she 
m ay lie the daughter of a m illionaire, or 
one high in station, she is liable some tim e 
to become the head of a home, and the 
head of a hom e w ithout a knowledge of 
housekeeping is certainly a proper object 
for commiseration. She may be abun­ 
dantly able to hire all the servants to do 
her work w ithout lifting her hands, vet if 
she knows nothing experim entally she is 
liable to be, in a measure, at the mercy of 
her servants. A servant generally learns 
very soon w hether her mistress understands 
the’mysteries of her vocation; w hether she 
is capable of directing her household affairs 
or not, and if she m akes up her m ind that 
she is ignorant in that respect she will, 
nine times out of ten, take advantage of it 
and become a potty tyrant, or fail to earn 
lier wage?. 
Every girl should be taught practical and 
scientific cookery. She should learn the 
changes th at take place in meats and vege­ 
tables by cooking, and just w hat kind of 
cooking will render them most agreeable, 
digestible 
and nourishing. 
A 
young 
woman who pronounces 
the marriage 
vows, who takes upon herself the position 
of head of the hom e departm ent of a fam­ 
ily, assumes a fearful responsibility. 
And 
if she docs so w ithout qualifying herself 
for the position she does very wrong, and 
the evils th at may flow from ihe act are in­ 
calculable. A n ignorant, incapable house­ 
keeper will very likely alienate the affec­ 
tions of her husband, ruin his anil her 
health, and plant the seeds of disease in 
the constitutions of their offspring. It is 
highly im portant that a wife and m other 
should exercise a refining, intellectual, 
moral and spiritual influence upon her 
family, but that is hardly possible unless 
she understands the lower departm ents of 
housekeeping, the preparation of their 
food, the care of the rooms, the care of 
their clothing, the care of their beds, the 
art of m aking home neat, attractive, com­ 
fortable and beautiful. 
Then begin early, m others, to teach your 
children to do som ething w ell; to sew and 
meinl tlirir clothes; to sweep and dust 
their rooms ; to set and clear oil the table; 
to wash the dishes, and, quite early, to 
cook the sim pler dishes. 
Most girls will 
learn to do these things m uch more cheer­ 
fully when young than when in their 
teens, and it should not bo postponed until 
then. 
It certainly would be unwise to 
confine very young girls to work until it 
becomes irksome, but they should have 
some light tasks in th at direction to per­ 
form every day. Begin early and follow 
up conscientiously the duty of training to 
some useful daily work in the way of 
household 
duties, 
and, 
imperceptibly, 
your girls will grow into a knowledge of 
housekeeping that will qualify them, when 
the proper tim e shall arrive, to glide easily 
into the position of keeper of their own 
hom e; a position, when properly filled, 
second in im portance to none that m an­ 
kind can fill on this earth.—[Tribune and 
Farm er.

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T a rr in g W o o d , 
For tw enty or thirty years we have taken 
occasion to refer to the injury which the 
aoplication of tar docs to fences, shin­ 
gles and wood-work in 
general. 
W e 
nevertheless still notice th at the prac­ 
tice is pursued under the impression that 
the tur preserves rather than destroys the 
objects to which it is applied. 
It should be 
borne in m ind that beat as well as m oisture 
decays wood, but both combined will have 
an increased effect in this direction. The 
idea that m any persons entertain that 
moisture alone is the decaying agent, and 
it follows th at the protection of wood 
against moisture, by a thorough covering of 
paint, tar, etc., will effect the purpose, is 
altogether fallacious. 
H eat in an alm ost 
equal degree will work the destruction of 
the wood; and as the 
black 
color­ 
ing 
of 
tar will 
attract 
the 
beat 
powerfully, 
this 
agent alone, or in 
com bination 
w ith 
moisture, 
which 
in nearly all cases will more or less pene 
trate at points through any covering, will 
rapidly produce decay. 
The effect of tar, 
intensified by the attraction of the sun’s 
rays, absorbs the life of the wood, which 
can be crum bled into powder by the hand, 
as our experience lias frequently proved to 
us. A black fence is pleasing to the eye, 
which in addition to the belief that it muss 
be a preservative of the wood, inducet 
m any to scout the idea of its damaging 
character; but a trial will in a short tim e 
only too fatally confirm w hat we say. Many 
persons whitewash th e ir-fences under the 
impression that it also preserves the wood 
by protecring it against rain ; but the least 
exam ination will show that whitewash 
does not turn off the rain, but that it pene­ 
trates directly through it to the wood. 
The question will therefore be naturally 
asked: In what way does it benefit the 
w ood? 
We answer by its directly opposite 
effect upon it of th at of tar—its white 
color. 
W hite repels the heat, and hence 
protects the wood against the damaging 
effect of the heat. W hitewash, as alm ost 
any other coloring m atter, except that of 
black, may have some slight preservative 
iiiHin-nee, but not sufficient to pay for its 
application. The effect of gooil paint on 
fine work exposed to the weather, where 
repeated coats are applied, is a different 
m atter, and has nothing to do w ith the 
question in hand. 
If a good coat of tar is 
applied to wood which is entirely under­ 
ground, and where the sun has no influence 
upon it, and no beat to be attracted by the 
tar, there is no doubt but that its applica­ 
tion will have an excellent effect m pre­ 
serving the wood.—[Jamestown (Pa.) Tele­ 
graph.

S an F rancisco, October 3d.—Detectives 
to-day arrested Dr. W illiam F. Morrison, 
th e Grand Chancellor of the Order ol' Cho­ 
sen Friends, on a com plaint sworn to by 
Rosanna McEntie, charging 
him 
with 
forgery. The alleged.forgery consists in the 
signing of certain nam es to a death notice 
on Council No. 56 of the Order. The notice 
is of the death of Ada Sayers, a seamstress 
of San Leandro; the cause of death is 
given as typhoid 
pneum onia, and the 
am ount of insurance as 53,000. The notice 
purports to be signed by Mike Moraniand 
is sworn to before Julius Sack, a Notary 
Public of Alameda. The nam e of the reg­ 
u lar physician is given as W illiam II. 
Loomis, Morrison appearing as consulting 
physician. 
As the death notice m ust he 
signed bv either the undertaker or tlie offi­ 
ciating clergyman at tiie funeral, the name 
o f Rev. Alfred Higby, residing on Mission 
street, was appended U> the document. The 
w hole thing was then duly signed by a 
com m ittee of three appointed by the Coun­ 
cil to investigate the matter. Of this com­ 
m ittee, one was the wife of the prisoner; 
another, John Dent, a dum m y, and the 
third, Julia C. Morse. 
Dr. Morrison then 
subscribed again before George T. Knox, 
Notary Public, as to the cause of the death 
and as the nam e of Dr. Loomis also ap­ 
pears, evidently some one personated that 
gentlem an before the Notary. 
Dr. Loomis informed the detectives who 
were working up the ease that he never at­ 
tended any such person as Ada Sayers, and 
had not sworn to the death notice. Julius 
Sack, the Notary Public, exists, so it is said, 
only in the im agination of the person who 
drew up the death notice, there being no 
such Notary in the State. 
It is suspected that Morrison, in organiz­ 
ing the Council, placed on the roll a num ­ 
ber of bogus names, and regularly paid the 
assessm ents for the same. 
At intervals he 
would report their deaths, and, as the as­ 
signm ents were made to him , had no diffi­ 
culty in collecting the money, helped as he 
was by his position of Grand Chancellor. 
T he death notice on w hich the charge was 
brought is believed to he the fourth one lie 
has forged.

T he 12-year-old mother, Aggie Hilton, 
was m arried to Frank J. Strange, her se­ 
ducer, W ednesday evening, according to 
civil contract, the form of which was draw n 
up by Attorney H assett. 
The contract 
embraces a clause by which Aggie has the 
power to annul it at tho end of two years, 
if she so desires. 
Her m other was one of 
the witnesses and stipulated w ith Strange 
that lie should not live with Aggie until the 
expiration of the two years. 


L eprosy in M ediaeval T im es. 
Though leprosy in Europe generally, and 
Great Britain and Ireland in particular, was 
not due solely to the intercourse with the 
East brought about by the crusades—for 
leprosy prevailed here and on the Conti­ 
nent centuries before the first crusade was 
preached—it is undeniable that there was 
a great increase of the disease after the ef­ 
forts to rescue the holy sepulchre from the 
infidel caused constant comm unication 
between the East and the West 
M any 
records remain to prove the early preva­ 
lence of leprosy in different parts of E u­ 
rope. For instance, the laws of the great 
W elsh King. Howel the Good, decreed in 
928 that if a woman left her husband on 
account of his being a leper, slic was en­ 
titled to the full restitution and sole posses­ 
sion of all her goods. But earlier than this, 
in 757, I’epin, King of France, by an edict 
prom ulgated at the council he convened at 
('onipeigne.ru’e 1 that leprosy in cither hus­ 
band or wife might, with the consent of the 
leprous consort, be regarded as a .sufficient 
ground of divorce, and that the husband 
or wife not 
affected 
could thereupon 
contract 
a fresh marriage. 
“ Si eon- 
jugutu 
alter 
sit 
leprosos, 
potest 
alter cum illius 
consensu aliud m ire 
conjugium ,” etc. And, earlier still in the 
eighth century, we have historic proof that 
leprosy was common in Europe. Rotharis, 
the great Lombard legislator, passed a law 
in 613 depriving any one in his kingdom 
known to the Judges and people to he 
affected with leprosy—and therefore ex­ 
pelled from the city—o f all right of dispo­ 
sition over his projtcrfy : “ Quia in codem 
die, quandoa domo cxpulstts cst, tanquam 
rnortuus hahelnr." 
Moreover, in 549 the 
Council of Orleans specially imposed the 
care of lepers upon the Bishop of the Gallic 
Church, directing that none should he left 
destitute in their respective dioceses; but 
that they should he provided with a!! 
necessary food and clothing from the funds 
of the church, in order that, the decree— 
with a tenderness in strange contrast to the 
m anners of those rude times—continues: 
“ non (is di sit misericordia' cura, quos per 
durem infirm itatem iiitolerabilis con.strin- 
git inopia. " 
The third Council of Lyons 
in 5-3 laid a .-imitar injunction on the epis­ 
copate regarding the lepers cither bom or 
dwelling within their jurisdiction ; and it 
further enjoined that lepers were to he for­ 
bidden to wander through other cities than 
their own.—-[The Nineteenth Century.

consum ption, w hich can only be accom­ 
plished by th e foundation of great m anu­ 
facturing establishm ents. 
It this State 
could to-day boast the hundreds of mills 
and hundreds of thousands of operatives of 
Massachusetts, w heat would not now be 
selling for a trifle over a dollar a cental. To 
bar the gate against the cheap labor of Asia 
and of the world, and throw wide the door 
to the cheap products of that cheap labor, 
is equivalent in tolly to closing the spigot 
atul opening the bunghole.” 


A t the Republican mass m eeting held at 
Biggs, Butte county, a few days since, Hon. 
AY. M. Cutter, o f Marysville, a Democratic 
mem ber of the last Legislature, and who 
has since left that party and given adher­ 
ence to the Republicans, delivered a stir­ 
ring speech in arraignm ent of Democracy. 
During his speech, am ong other m atters 
discussed, he sa id : 
“ I stand before you denounced as a rec­ 
reant and traitor by perhaps the most re­ 
m arkable body th at ever assembled—a 
body composed m ainly of conscienceless 
politicians, 
fanatics and lunatics, 
and 
know n in the political history of the State 
as the Stockton Convention. 
I m ay re­ 
m ark here th at its place of m eeting was in 
strict accordance w ith the eternal fitness of 
things. 
“ W hy am I thus denounced by that 
Convention? Because I chose to be true 
to the interests of m y county—and of 
northern California as well—in place of 
acquiescing in the schemes and obeying 
the dictates of the unscrupulous managers 
of the Democratic m achine; because I 
would not, to the injury of those who 
elected me, bend the knee to the Demo­ 
cratic I5aal and engage in a communistic 
crusade or consent to aid, either by voice 
or vote, in the consum m ation of the most 
infamous political conspiracy ever devised 
against the people of any .State, 
If this he 
treason against the Democratic party, then 
I was a traitor to th at organization ; and I 
am not asham ed of it. 
For all this 1 have 
been read out of the Democratic party. 
But the Stockton Convention need not 
have wasted its tim e in reading me out of 
the pariy; for, weeks before that Conven­ 
tion met, 1 had read m yself out and re­ 
turned to the Republican ranks, in w hich 
I stood during the struggle w ith the De­ 
mocracy of the South and their N orthern 
Democratic sym pathizers to preserve the 
Union of the States and the dear old flag 
under whose stars I was horn. 
" My departure from the Democratic fold 
was not the hasty im pulse of a mom ent. 
On the contrary, it was hut the natural 
outcome of a growing feeling of disgust 
with its methods and of protest against 
its principl.s, or lack of principles, dating 
from the com m encem ent of my taking an 
active interest in politics in this State some 
five years since. T hat feeling of disgust 
grew when, at the Democratic State Con­ 
vention of 1879, the San Francisco delega­ 
tion attem pted to sell out the State to the 
Sand-lot, in consideration of votes for the 
m unicipal offices of their city. T hat feel­ 
ing of disgust grew when, at the Demo­ 
cratic State < A invention of 1882, prom inent 
leadets of the party, now its most pro­ 
nounced anti-m onopoly and reform ex­ 
pounders, traded away the Railroad Com­ 
mission, all the w hile professing loud­ 
m outhed devotion to the people. That 
feeling of disgust deepened when, at the 
regular session in lsstt, tiie Democratic 
managers sought to force me, in contraven­ 
tion of my conscience and my niiih, to vote 
to unseat a Republican m em ber of the 
Assembly, as fairly elected as myself, that 
an unjust slur m ight thereby be cast on the 
Republican adm inistration of affairs at the 
Mare Island 
Navy 
Y ard—which 
they 
thought would inure to the political ad­ 
vantage of 
¡lie Democratic party—and 
threatened 
m e 
with 
future 
political 
death 
in 
case 
of 
refusal. 
That 
feeling of disgust deepened s:i!l 
more 
when, at the 
extra session, 
the 
San 
Francisco Democratic delegation, aided and 
abetted by the ignorance or prejudice of the 
interior and under the leadership of a gen­ 
tlem an who, at the San Jose Convention, 
was the Congressional candidate especially 
supported by the opposition to Hon. Chas. 
A. Sunnier, hut who now is the chiefcst ad­ 
vocate of Democratic anti-m onopoly and 
reform and an aspirant fio? the United 
States Senate, commenced a w ar on prop­ 
erty rights and corporate enterprise which, 
if successful, would have retarded tiie dc- 
velopincnt of the State—and particularly of 
the northern section—for m any years to 
come: their ostensible and professed object 
being the benefit of the people; their real 
purpose the m anufacture of false political 
capital which would result in the election 
of certain leaders to the highest offices in 
your gift. 
T hat feehng of disgust culm i­ 
nated when, at the last session of Congress, 
the Democratic majority in the House ol 
Representatives m ade an attem pt, which 
neariy succeeded, to tear down the barriers 
which the Republican party had erected in 
defense of A m erican industry and adm it 
free the products of the pauper labor of 
other lands to compete with those inam i 
faetured by our own citizens upon our own 
soil. T hat was the last straw th at broke 
the camel’s back, so far as I was concerned, 
and 1 left the party. 
“ If I felt justified in leaving it then, to­ 
day I feel doubly, aye trebly, aye a hun­ 
dred fold justified in m y course, in the 
light of events in its history w hich have 
occurred since. 
For a party th at can stoop 
to an attem pt to blacken the fair nam e and 
fame of a wife, that it m ay m ake political 
capital against her husband ; a party that 
can stoop to Lay its vandal hand in bruta! 
desecration upon the mem orial stone which 
m arks tho grave o f a little child, that it 
may m ake 
po'itical capital against its 
father, lias sunk too low for the scorn, even, 
of decent m en. The m ere existence of a 
political organization which can descem lto 
such depths of .slander and sacrilege is, of 
itself, a crim e against society.” 
The speaker reviewed the course of the 
radical elem ent of the Democratic party in 
the last regular session of the Legislature, 
and the subsequent celebrated extra ses­ 
sion, and pointed out that its action was 
subversive of the best interests of the State 
—-calculated to destroy public confidence in 
the stability of property rig h ts; to advance 
comm unistic sentim ent, and all w ith a view 
not to serve the people’s interests, hut for 
the sole political purpose of advancing in ­ 
dividual preferment to the highest scats in 
the gift of the people of the ¡State. In con­ 
cluding upon this topic Mr. Cutter said : 
“ So the extra session ended, leaving no 
mem orial of its existence hut a heavy hill 
for the people to pay. But the $73,000 it 
cost has been well spent if it lias taught 
that portion of the farming population of 
this State inclined to Democratic radical­ 
ism that it is never to the interest of the 
agricultural class to enter into alliance with 
tlie Democratic socialistic element which is 
spawned in the shuns of cities ; if it has 
taught them that the enactm ent of oppres­ 
sive and restrictive laws m ay drive or keep 
capital away, hut th at it is hevond the 
power of legislation to compel investment. 
It should he the aim of the ¡state to attract, 
not to repel, to encourage, not to discour­ 
age. the investm ent of capital within its 
borders, and by every reasonable m ethod 
to invite the building up of industrial es­ 
tablishm ents atul tiie extension of transpor­ 
tation lilies. 
“ It is not for the interest o f the State 
that cither brunch of the Legislature should 
subscribe to doctrines like those contained 
in tho celebrated resolutions adopted by 
the Assembly during the .second or third 
week of the extra session. 
Those resolu­ 
tions. in substance, declared that if an in­ 
dividual or a corporation invested in the 
construction >>f a railway line, the mom ent 
it was completed and the cars running it 
belonged, not to the individual or corpora­ 
tion building it, hut to the public. Such a 
principle, crystallized into law. would for­ 
ever end the cnnsiructioa of railroads in 
this State. The first and immediate effect 
of the adoption of the resolutions referred 
to was the cessation ot all work upon the 
extension of the California and Oregon 
Railroad, the Directors being unable to 
obtain the needed funds when it became 
known in financial circles abroad that the 
California Assembly had hoisted the pirate 
flag.” 
I pon the subject of 
protection, the 
speaker said: “ The one overshadowing 
and vital question of the campaign is that 
of protection or free trade. 
The Republi­ 
can platform is em phatically and explicitly 
m favor of the form er; the Democratic 
platform —despite the usual ambiguity— 
in favor of the latter. AVe are called on" to 
say w hether the working classes of A m er­ 
ica shall have an opportunity to labor and 
shall receive such reward therefor as will 
enable them to support themselves and 
families in comfort and educate their chil­ 
dren, or w hether they shall he reduced to 
an alm ost hopeless struggle for a hare ex­ 
istence. 
AVe are called on to say w hether 
the infant bin rapidly-growing industrii-s i 
of this State shall be fostered and tncour- 
aged, 
or 
w hether 
tin y 
shall 
now 
receive 
th eir 
death blow. 
For m y 
self, I shall vote first, i.:-n and always 
for tiie 
industries of 
An. rica. 
And 
every one having the welfare of the Re­ 
public at heart should do the same.
